Municipal Telephones 


Standard :— 

Greai Britain is taking the lead jn 
ihe fmunicipal operation of public ser- 
vices, and the telephone is likely to 
pass under ihe contro} of the civie au- 
fhorities, At the present time mu- 
nicipal exchanges are in operation or 
in the course of construction in Glas- 
gow, Prighioa, Portsmouth, Swansea 
and Huli, and the result has been gen- 


erally salisfactory. Ia Glasgow. there 


is] wow 2 service of 11,590 telephones, 
with an average revenue of S21 each. 
Out of this average charge there is a 
royaliy of 10 per geeni. paid to the 


post office department, 2nd the net 
return is sufficient to provide for jn- 
ierest and sinking fund and set aside 
a surplus for depreciation. These re- 
sults have been obtained from two 
years’ operations, The service covers 
an area of 143 square miles and the 
eyuipment is far superior to that in 
use where the telephone is a monopoly 
held foby a private corporation. The 
Brighton municipal service has been 
recently iniroduced and has about 800 
subscribers. The whole plant within 
the town is underground, poles being 
used culy for country service. The 
town has a disadvaniagef{ of a competi- 
tive servise by a private corperation 
but the opinien of the subscribers is 
strongly in favor of municipal con- 
trol 
In Portsmouth the municipal sys- 
tem was established jn March, 1903, 
‘but the operations have already re- 
sulied in a surplus. The rate is $23 
for an unlimited service. The aver- 
age ireceipts for the past year were 
B1754 which produced a gross reye- 
nue pf $29,137, After paying all 
fixed charges, operating expenses, 
post office royalty and Government 
long distance sharges, there was a 
surplus of $11,095, or over nine per 
cent, on the capital expenditure. Ai 
Swansea the system has not been in 
operation for a year, but it has 750 
subscribers, With almost enough ad- 
ditional orders to bring up the list io 
one thotif{ind. (A revenue of \#19.50 
per phone has been found sufficient 
to pay all charges, meet all expendi- 
tures, and ‘leave a sttOstantial sur- 
plus, In Hull the municipal exchange 
will scon be in operation with gover 
one thousand subscribers. The raie 
will be £30.68 for an unlimited ser- 
vice, §28 for second and subsejucnt 
connections, and $14.61 for measured 
gervice. In commenting on these rc-

as}a means of popuiar insiruction in 
sacred doctrine and history, but after- 
wards cerrupied by the gradual in- 
troduction of absurd and monstrous 
traditions respecting our Saviour and 
His Apostles, apd by the interpolation 
of iudicrous soliloquies and dialogues.

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting §& 
ane 26, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the soie head of « 
family, or any maie over 16 years of 
age to the extent ef one quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the distriat in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, cr, if the home- 
steader desires, he mag, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.06 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A_ settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro 
visions of the Dominion Lands Ast 
and the amendments thereto, toe per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
plans: 

(i) A€ least six months’ residence 
apon and cultivation of the land ix 
each year during the term of three 


years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Aci, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as @ homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence pricr to op- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
auch person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) Iz a seétier has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres 
cribed by this Aot, and has obtai 
entry for a second homestead, t ' 
requirements of this Act aa to ft 
denee prior to obtaining patent ma 
be satisfied by residence upon t 
first homestead, if the sacend hom 
stead is in the vicintiy of the firs 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler lias his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity ef his home 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied vy, 
residence upon saia (and. 

fhe term “vicinity used+ above is 


; mean€ to indicate the same townehip 


or an edjoining er cornering town 
ship. 

A settler who avails himself of this 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, mus 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
buildings for their accommodaticn, 
cultivate 36 acres of his homestead, 
and have besides 86 acres substan- 
fenced. 

The privilege of a second entry ia 
restricted by law to those settlera 
only who completed the duties aporn 
the first homesteads to entitis 
them to patent on or before the 2n@ 
June, 1889, 

avery homesteader who faiie te 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law ia liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and the iand may be 
again thrown open for qmtry. 

Application for patent should he 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application fer patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioncr of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his int*ntion 
to da sa.
